15. to perform the ſign of 
her ſubjection to her Husband (as aforeſaid) which is the only end, according 
to Scripture- Teſtimony, the Womans Long Hair was given her ſor; fo that it 
Man will wear ſuch a length of Hair, that one may with comb or hand bring 
forward to cover his Face, this is without all doubt a Womaniſh Long Hair, 2 
ſhame to Nature, and utterly unlawful for Chriſtian Men to wear, and not a 
habit or guiſe becoming Chriſt's Servants, but rather his Enemies, that wil ag 
that be-ſhall reign over them by his Laws, Luke 19.27. ſuch are ſaid to worſhip 
the Devil, Rev. g. a0. who have Faces 4s the Faces of Men, and Hair u th 
Hair of Women, v. 75 8. And to this agreeth Mr. Prynn s Teſtimony out of 
certain Authors, whoſe words are theſe ; Our ſiniſter and unlovely Lovelocks bal 
their generation, birth, and pedigree from the Heatheniſh Virginians, who tk, 
their pattern from their Devil Ockeus, wbo uſually appeared to them in the ſhy 
of « Man with « long black Lock on the left fide bis head. See Mr. Prynn's Book 
of the wwlovelineſs of Lovelocks, p. 4. printed in 1628, And about that tine 
a long Lock on the left fide the Head was all the Mode in England.
